Expense of Medical At­ 
tendance Thought 
Unduly High. 


W ith the object of elim inating ex­ 
cessive medical and hospital charges 
in compensation cases, which has 
been a large factor In keeping lia­ 
bility insurance rates for employers 
on a much higher level in Nebraska 
than in neighboring states, a confer­ 
ence has been called by State Labor- 
Welfare Secretary Pollard for F ri­ 
day evening, a t which spokesmen for 
all Interested group* will be present, 
to discuss the evil and see lf some 
plan cannot be devised to end it. 
The condition referred to has long 
, been a subject of com plaint by Ne­ 
braska 
m anufacturers 
and 
other 
employers of labor, who feel them ­ 
selves at a serious handicap with 
their com petitors in other states by 
reason or the extravagant allow­ 
ances frequently m ade for medical 
and surgical services and 
hospital 
treatm ent. Since the payment

these claims falls on Insurance com­ 
panies. in most cases, the

Some instances have been cited

“I believe th at steel has really en­ 
tered upon a new era of usefulness. 
Avoid Speculative Building. 
“As th e expansion of the coun- ' 
try’s prosperity proceeds, some en ­ 
largem ent of our steel producing 
capacity may be required. B ut never 
before was It more incum bent upon 
us to tem per jbxur plans w tth good 
judgm ent, 
to 
avoid 
speculative 
building, and to profit by the errors 
and m istakes of the past. 
“We all know th a t the steel In­ 
dustry has paid dearly for overex­ 
pansion in the past, and m any in ­ 
dustries In this country sre still suf­ 
fering from the same evils forced by 
the war. Indeed, our own Industry 
has but lately caught up with expan 
sion due to 
this 
cause. 
Nothing 
causes business depression quicker 
than endeavoring to produce in ex­ 
cess of demand. 
"Because of the large dem and for 
steel it is generally

our Industry la In a highly prosper­ 
ous condition,

allow the optimism caused by this 
dem and to blind us to the serious 
economic tru th th a t the earnings on

Hay* Return Is Low. 
“Last year the return on invest­ 
ment of companies representing 70 
per cent of the Industry was 6.35 
per cent.

Star: There is so much incon-1 
ststency in the arguments advanced 
by those who oppose th# death 
penalty that it would be amusing 
lf it were not so pathetic. Even a 
child could hardly fall to recognize 
such apparent iriconsistency. For 
instance—when the God-given com­ 
mand "The murderer shall surely 
be jwut to death ’ is quoted. T Bart­ 
ley attempts to fling it out of 
court, dismissing It with sn in­ 
solent flouting of the law as "the 
writing of ancient barbarians.” Yet 
strange as it may seem. he is per­ 
force obliged to hark back to that | 
same law. and the same “ancient i 
barbarians' when he wishes to 
quote "Thou shalt not kill." Those 
ancient barbarian' the modern­ 
ists affect to regard as their own 
mental and moral inferiors are 
still far in the lead, setting the 
pace for every generation, past,; 
present, and future. 
In the Cappers Weekly a few 
weeks back occurred this para­ 
graph; 
Almost a murder a day 
was New York City's record last 
year—337 killings and manslaugh­ 
ter*. There were 222 arrests. Con­ 
victions to date are 28! Cook coun­ 
ty’s coroner informs us Chicago 
had.527 murders and manslaugh­ 
ters in 1928. an increase of 51 over 
the preceding year ”

Necessity ii 
the mother of more than inven 
tionf and that there been no ne­ 
cessity for the re-establishment of 
the death penalty it would not 
have been restored Evidently the 
league to abolish the death penal 
Lv is losing around instead of gain­ 
ing. and with modernists, who flout 
the scripture 
as 
"holy 
hokum, 
espousing the cause of the league, 
it will lose ground faster than be­ 
fore, for what sane and sensible 
man or woman wants to affiliate 
with those who would destroy the 
faith of the people in the Bible if 
they could? I have too much faith 
in the judgment of the common 
people to believe they will permit 
enemies of the Bible to dictate to 
us what we shall believe and what 
we shall not believe, and how we 
shall make our laws and penal­
